will be no limit to what Ameri- 
cans can aecomplish.”

| The Pravda article berating 
| the Polish press had no prece-

break with Communist Yugo- 
slavia. It was a blistering de- 
nunciation which said Polish 
newspapers, “whose task is to 
be a sharp, effective tool in ef-

Poland’s defense minister in 
1949, would be retained in the 
Polish Politburo. 


The few indications available 
to foreigners suggested that the 
majority of the Central Com- 
mittee was behind Wladyslaw 
Gomulka and the other Polish 
leaders standing firm against 
the Russians. 

Gomulka, who has returned

It also would require 
mandatory “vote” sessions, per- 
mit the legislators to fix their 
own salaries and give them a 
weekly mileage allowance, in- 
stead of the present once-a-ses- 
sion mileage allowance. 

The second proposed amend- 
ment would increase the maxi- 
mum tax that counties might 
levy for road and bridge con- 
struction purposes from 35 to 
50 cents on each $1000 assessed 
property valuation. 

Although there now is gen- 
eral agreement on the third 
proposed amendment, it was the 
subject of much argument prior 
to its approval by the Legisla- 
ture for submission to the vot- 
ers at a special session last 
session last spring. It would re- 
quire the investment of idle 
state funds in short-term gov- 
ernment securities, or place- 
ment of them in interest-bear- 
ing time deposits in the banks, 
so that the state might realize 
some income from its surplus 
money. 

Strongly Opposed. 

Strenuous opposition to the 
proposal for annual legislative 
sessions has developed, spear- 
headed by the Missouri Public

This provision, opponents con- 
tend, would result in needless 
and even absurd special ses- 
sions because any veto, even 
of a bill containing obvious 
errors, would require the Legis- 
lature to reconvene. This would 
result in needless cost, they say. 


Mandatory “veto” sessions 
also would aggravate legisla- 
tive log-jams, create needless 
conflict between the legislative 
and executive branches of the 
state governmént and afford 
special interest groups an op- 
portunity to develop campaigns 
to override vetoes, opponents 
contended. In addition, op- 
ponents warn that at least two 
sessions of the Legislature 
might be expected to be held 
each year, a regular session 
followed by a “veto” session. 


Would Give Strength. 


Proponents of the amend- 
ment, including many of the 
legislators themselves, contend 
that it “would strengthen the 
legislative branch of the Mis- 
souri Government and enable 
the Legislature to perform 
more efficiently its constitu- 
tional tasks and duties.” 

They contend that the “vote” 
session provision only restores 
to the Legislature the funda- 
mental right it had under the 
original constitution to recon- 
sider any bill vetoed by the 
Governor. They contend this 
right was abridged through 
adoption of the constitutional

‘Government by professional 
legislators is not government by 
the people. 

“The problems sought to be 
solved by this proposal are 
recognized—the need for better 
fiscal planning, better compen- 
sation and mileage allowances 
for the legislators and an oppor- 
tunity for the Legislature to 
consider vetoes returned after 
it has adjourned. But the so- 
lutions provided in Constitu- 
tional Amendment No. 1 are 
grossly unsound.” 

Mails Literature. 
George A. Rozier, Jefferson 
City lawyer and lobbyist, who 
served as chairman of a Citi- 
zens’ Legislative Study Commit- 
tee which last year recom- 
mended the proposed amend- 
ment, has mailed campaign lit- 
erature favoring the proposal to 
all members of the Legislature 
and to all candidates for elec- 
tion to it, urging passage of the 
amendment. 

In letters accompanying the 
literature, consisting of leaflets, 
prepared arguments in favor of 
the amendment and suggested 
speech material, Rozier said he 
is chairman of a citizens’ com- 
mittee “organized. to give the 
true facts concerning the amend- 
ment and counteract misleading 
information issued about it.” 

The amendment also is being 
supported by the Missouri State 
Teachers’ Association “to assist 
in getting and keeping good 
— in the General Assem- 

y.”

»Action Required by River 
Condition — Boatmen, 
Hunters Warned. 


The water level in Alton lake 


because of low water conditions 
on the river, the St. Louis dis- 
trict of the Army Corps of 
Engineers announced yesterday. 
Col. George B. White, district 
engineer, said the lowering op- 
eration had been ordered for 
the purpose of safeguarding 
Alton dam. He said the differ- 
ence in the elevation of waters 
above and below the dam had to 
be kept within tolerable limits. 
A notice to navigation inter- 
ests said phased regulation of 
navigation pools and head water 
reservoirs on the upper Missis- 
sippi would permit passage of 
vessels requiring eight-foot draft 
until Nov. 15. Low water caused 
by drouth already is hampering 
river traffic at Alton lock. 


In another notice issued yes- 
terday, the St. Louis district 
engineer warned duck hunters, 
fishermen and persons inter- 
ested in recreational boating of 
plans for reducing the level of 
Alton lake and pools upstream. 

The notice said the rate of 
lowering probably would not 
cause injury to fish but might 
cause changes in duck habitat 
along the river. Duck hunters 
were told that many shooting 
blinds might be rendered use- 
less. 

Col. White suggested that 
boat owners whose crafts are 
kept at Alton lake keep in 
touch with operators of boat 
harbors, in order to make sure 
that boats that are to be pulled 
out for the winter are removed 
before normal access to boat 
launching ramps is interrupted 
by lower water levels. 

Because of fast-approaching 
critically low water levels in 
the Mississippi between Alton 
and Cairo, Ill., Federal Barge 
Lines announced yesterday that 
sailing dates of its last tows 
of the 1956 season, between St. 
Louis and Minneapolis on the 
Upper Mississippi, would have 
to be advanced more than a 
month.

Stevenson Victory Likely Despite > Gains by G.O.P. 


— 


Last-Minute Shift Possible 
but Democrats Confident 
—  H-Bomb Issue Stirs 
New Election Interest. 


HE strong Democratic trend 

which has been building up in 

Missouri since 1954, led by a farm 
*‘revolt’’ against the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, is expected to enable 
Adlai E. Stevenson to carry the state 
in the 1956 presidential race, despite 
evidence of some Republican gains in 
recent weeks. 

With only two weeks of the campaign 
remaining, the usual political signposts at 
this time indicate that candidates on the 
Democratic state ticket will be elected 
Nov. 6 by majorities in excess of 100,000. 

Although political observers believe 
Stevenson ig safely ahead in Missouri, 
they feel that the Democratic presidential 
nominee will trail the Democratic state 
candidates in the balloting, primarily be- 
cause he is running against President Eis- 
enhower. 

A top state Democratic leader explained 
it this way: “We can't expect Mr. Ste- 
venson to do as well as the rest of the 
ticket, because of the inescapable fact that 


the President is still personally popular 


with a lot of voters.” 
* * 


A SIGNIFICANT SHIFT in the Missouri 
vote during the critical closing weeks of 
the campaign is possible, but it is re- 
garded as unlikely. Democrats are confi- 
dent they have built up such a strong lead 
in the state races that the outcome can 
not be affected by a last-minute change 
in the Missouri vote. 


The Republicans, however, are count- 
ing on an eleyenth-hour switch to. enable 
Mr. Eisenhower to eke out another small 
margin Migsourt victory, as he did in 1952.

plied the ammunition for his own defeat 
in Missouri and the nation. 


Regardless of what may happen in the 
Eisenhower-Stevenson race in Missouri, 
state Democratic leaders are confident 
that nothing can stop their top state can- 
didates, United States Senator Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr., candidate for re-election, 
and Lt. Gev. James T. Blair Jr., nominee 
for Governor. 

The Democrats now expect Hennings 
to lead the ticket in the general elec- 
tion because of the ineffective cam- 
paign of his Republican opponent, Her- 
bert Douglas of Neosho. This repre- 
sents a change in the thinking of party 
leaders since the campaign opened. 

Earlier, they had picked Blair as their 
top vote-getter thig year because of his 
personal popularity and wide acquaint- 
anceship throughout the state. But they 

have been forced to revise their estimate 
because the aggressive campaign of the 
Republican candidate for Governor, Lon 
Hocker of St. Louis, has enabled him to 
pick up some ground 

Blair’s partisan supporters contend 
that G.O.P. campaign funds in Missouri 
are being used chiefly to support Mr. 
Eisenhower and Hocker, and that little 
money is given to Douglas te finance 
his race against Hennings. Republicans, 
of course, deny they have given up on 
Douglas and are trying to salvage Mis- 
souri for the President and their guber- 
natorial nominee, although the report 
persists in G.O.P. as well as Democratic 
circles, 


Wilbur F. Daniels, chairman of the 
Democratic State Committee, has pre- 
dicted Hennings and Blair, and other 
Democratic state candidates, will pile up 
majorities of 150,000 to 200,000 over their 
Republican opponents. He said Stevenson 
should carry the state by 75,000 to 100,000. 

Daniels declined to express an opinion 
on whether Hennings or Blair would run 
ahead, but Mark R. Holloran, Democratic 
national committeeman for Missouri, said 
he thought Hennings would lead the ticket. 
Holloran added that he thinks Blair and 
Stevenson will run close behind, and each 
of the three will win by smiajorities in 
excess of 100,000.

Despite the upswing in G.O.P. optimism 
in recent weeks, there are numerous fac- 
tors which have contributed to the 
strength of the Democratic party in Mis- 
souri this year. 

Of primary importance is the unrest 
and dissatisfaction on Missouri farms 
and in farm-supported rural communi- 
ties, prompted by declining agricultural 
income and aggravated by three and - 
four years of serious drouth. 


The Republicans can ill afford to lose 
support among outstate voters. Four 
years ago, Mr. Eisenhower won the Mis- 
souri farm vote and carried the outstate 
areas by 105,000 votes. It was this show- 
ing that enabled him to overcome Steven- 
son’s lead in Democratic St. Louis and 
Kansas City and carry the state by a 
small majority of 29,599 out of the 1,900,- 
000 votes cast for President in Missouri 
in 1952. 


In winning Missouri's 13 electoral votes 
in 1952, Mr. Eisenhower carried 82 of the 
state’s 114.counties, including 22 counties 
which had been nominally Democratic in 
recent years: Reports from these 22 Dem- 
ocratic counties show the President has 
little chance of carrying them again this 
year. 

President Eisenhower and the Republi- 
cans also are expected to lose votes in 
many of the Republican counties in which 
he ran so strongly four years ago. Demo- 
cratie voters who crossed party lines to 
support Mr. Eisenhower in 1952 are going 
to stay with their own party this time, and 
other Republican voters are expected to 
vote for Stevenson to register a protest 
against the farm policies of Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson. 

G.O.P. leaders in many of these Repub- 
lican areas told this reporter that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower will carry their counties 
again, but by reduced majorities ranging 
from 200 to 500 votes. 

This is true in the Seventh Congression- 
al District, the largest Republican strong- 
hold in Missouri. The 17 southwest Mis- 
souri counties in this district gave Mr. 
Eisenhower a 56,499-vote majority in 1952, 
an important contribution to his Missouri 
victory that year. Democratic and Re- 
publican leaders expect him to carry the 
district again this November, but report

Mr. Eisenhower's 1952 victory in Mis- 
souri was a persgqnal triumph, as he was 
the only Republican to win a state-wide 
race in Missouri that year, but his per- 
sonal victory was of great benefit to Mis- 
souri Republicans. It enabled them to un- 
seat two Democratic Congressmen and 
replace then: with Republicans. It gave 
the G.O.P. control of the House of Rep- 
resentatives in the State Legislature.

THE TREND away from the Republicans 
in rural Missouri actually began in 1953, 
the first year of the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration, when declining farm prices and 
a searing drouth set the stage for political 
reaction. The “revolt” came into full 
being the following year, as prices 
worsened and another drouth made the 
farmer’s lot more difficult. As a result, 
Missouri went heavily Democratic in the 
1954 off-year elections. The two Repub- 
lican Congressmen elected with Eisenhow- 
er in 1952 were defeated, and the Demo- 
crats regained -complete control ofthe 
Legislature. 

To offset this loss of rural support; the 
Republicans and Mr. Etsenhower must 
pick up new strength among voters Rag the 
St. "Louis and Kansas City metropolitan 
areas if they are to win the state again. 
The G.O.P. job has been to win support 
of Negro voters and labor union members 
in these’urban centers, but there are. no 
indications that the Republicans have suc- 
ceeded. ‘ 

A factor which may aid the Republi- 
can cause this year is the smaller voter 
registrations in St. Louis and Kansas 
City, the state’s heavily Democratic 
centers which gave Stevenson a 96,700- 
vote lead over Mr. Eisenhower in the 
1952 election. 

Only an estimated 370,000 St. Louisans 
will be eligible to vote Nov. 6. This is 
43,800 fewer than the city’s 1952 registra- 
tion, and 10,000 less than the number of 
votes actually cast for President in St. 
Louis four years ago. 


If the same percentage of St. Louis 
voters go to the polls this year as in 1952, 
and if Stevenson carries the city by the 
same percentage of the votes cast, the 
Democratic presidential nominee would

UNLIKE THE CITY, St. Louis county 
has a record registration of 275,000 voters. 
More than 45,000 new county voters were 
added to the lists last month, primarily 
as a result of drives by county Democra- 
tic organizations, the Volunteers for Ste- 
venson-Kefauver and labor groups. 

Because of this, the Democrats are 
given their best chance in years of car- 
rying the normally-Republican county. 
The Democratic leaders have predicted 
they will oust Republican officeholders 
and possibly carry the county for Ste- 
venson. Mr. Eisenhower won St. Louis 
county by 21,364 votes in 1952. 

The situation has the Republicans wor- 
ried. For-this reason they are working 
harder than they have in years, in an 
effort to beat off the Democratic challenge 
and retain their courthouse jobs. The 
races should be extremely close. 

The registration in Democratic Kansas 
City is down by about 23,000 voters from 
1952. This has been partially offset by 
an increase of 12,000 voters in the rest of 
Jackson county, of which Kansas City is 
a part. 

One of the Democrats’ “secret weapons” 
as far as the Missouri campaign is con- 
cerned is Senator Esteg Kefauver of 
Tennessee, the party's vice presidential

Vice President Nixon rarely misses a 
chance when he is talking to Republican 
leaders to say that Reuther is the man to 
defeat. High on the White House target 
list is Michigan's Governor G. Mennen 
Williams, running for a fifth term and in 
the vocabulary of Republican denuncia- 
tion no more than a hireling of the UAW 
boss, Former Governor Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York has twice come into this 
state to pour his particular brand of cold 
fury on Reuther and in passing on Wil- 
liams. 


One of the White House inner circle 
remarked recently that if only Willfams 
could be defeated then the “Reuther plan”

| No Easy Way Out for Egypt, Feeling Economic Pinch |

WASHINGTON, Oct. 20. 


GYPT is feeling the economic squeeze 

being applied by the Western nations 

in retaliation for the Egyptian seizure 
of the Suez canal. 

The Ward economic’ facts of the Suez 
situation are agreed on by most econom- 
ists, whether American, Asian or Egyp- 
tian: Britain and France are seeking to 
assure themselves of shipping, notably of 
oil, through the canal; Egypt is facing 
economic strangulation as a result of the 
steady turn of the screw on her interna- 
tional credits. 

A recent suggestion by President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser of Egypt that new economic 
arrangements between Asian and African 
nations might frustrate the Western eco- 
nomic squeeze does not meet the realities 
of the situation. The vital needs of Egypt 
can be obtained only outside the Asian- 
African area. 

Trading within that area might be com- 
pared to the suggestion dug up during the 
depression in the United States, that the 
unemployéd might get rich by taking in 
each other’s washing. 

The parallel between the underdevel- 
oped areas of the world and the depressed 
sections of the American people in the 
1930s, is more than superficial. Depres- 
sions— national or international — are 
cured in the long run by increasing pro- 
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with the help of Soviet Russia and Com- 
munism, on the other. 

The third choice which is available to 
Egypt and to the other underdeveloped 
nations is continued economic stagnation. 
The poor of the world are getting poorer 
while the rich get richer. It is precisely 
this condition that the people in the un- 
derdeveloped areas are protesting against. 
Nasser is but one symptom of that protest. 

What Nasser’s suggestion concerning 
Asian-African trade probably was intended 
to do was to underline the collective na- 
ture of the protest of the world’s poor. 
He was appealing to the spirit of the con- 
ference of Asian and African nations at 
Bandung, Indonesia, last year. In one 
sense, Bandung was a protest meeting by 
the poor of the world. 


Nasser’s appeal took an economic form. 


because Egypt is feeling an economic 
squeeze. Specifically, Egypt is finding 
great difficulty in obtaining machinery to 
implement its developmental program— 
pumps for irrigation, electric generators, 
steel. 


A degree of secrecy surrounds the 
methods by which Egypt is being pre- 
vented from obtaining these goods in the 
West. One measure is the freeze of Egyp- 
tian sterling balances in London. During 
World War II, British troops in the Mid- 
dle East made massive purchases in Egypt 
on credit. Some of these credits, still 
unused by Egypt, have been drawn on 
gradually to finance Egyptian develop- 
ment. They may not now be drawn upon 
by “Egypt pending a settlement of the 
Suez dispute. . 


- 


achieved soon, the squeeze is likely te 
become worse. United States cotton 
surpluses could be used to depress world 
cotton prices just as Egypt’s new crop 
reaches the market within the next few 
weeks. 


In this situation it is natural that Nas- 
ser should appeal to the “Bandung spirit” 
and to the spetific economic recommenda- 
tions of the Bandung conference. These 
recommendations were for measures of 
self-help within the Asian-African region, 
including exchange of technical advice, 
agreements on commodity prices, ex- 
change of trade information and general 
collective economic action. 

There has been very little implementa- 
tion of the Bandung economic resolution 
for the same reason that Nasser’s present 
suggestion lacks economic reality. An ex- 
amination of the trade patterns of nations 
in the Asian-African area shows that the 
significant trade is with the nations of the 
West. Even in the case of Egypt this is 
true, under normal conditions, and this 
pattern is not altered greatly by the new 
incursions of Red Chinese and Soviet Rus- 
sian trade with the Asian-African area. 

The recent United States Government 
report that trade between the Communist 
countries and the rest of the world in- 
creased by 25 per cent in 1955 should be 
read against the fact that such trade pre- 
viously was very slight indeed, economists 
point out. What the figure does repre- 
sent, however, is a possible trend. 


and significance. 
Just as the “self-help” impulse during 
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the depression in the United States gave 
way to the organization of workers into 
labor unions for the purpose of collective 
bargaining, so the underdeveloped nations 
of the world have begun to employ “col- 
lective bargaining” in world councils. This, 
indeed, is the overriding significance of 
the activities in the Suez crisis of V. K. 
Krishna Menon, India’s foreign policy 
expert. 

Before India obtained its freedom 
from British rule, Menon served in 
London as the agent of the Gandhi- 
Nehru independence movement, Now 
he very of:en represents an even more 
formidable client, the majority of man- 
kind living in the underdeveloped areas. 
This is “collective bargaining” on «a 
grand scale. 

Nasser, by appealing to the “spirit of 
Bandung,” and by trying to embroil India 
and other Asian and African nations in 
new economic arrangements, seeks to 
identify Egypt's cause with the wider cause 
of the whole Asian-African area, He may, 
in addition, hope to obtain some marginal 
economic relief by obtaining additional 
sterling an@ dollar credits from such na- 
tions as India and oil-rich Saudi Arabia. 
His purpose is to obtain maximum objec- 
tives for Egypt in the Suez dispute. 


India, it can be said with some author- 
ity, does not intend to use its influence 
merely to support the narrow aims of 
President Nasser of Egypt. Krishna 
Menon is the “extended arm” of Prime 
minister Jawaharlal Nehru, and Nehru’s 
view of the world is by no means bounded 
by the watersheds of the Nile and the 
Ganges. 

Nehru’s larger aims include not only 
the development of all the underde- 
veloped areas, but world peace, which 
he sees as the absolutely necessary con- 
dition for such development. This 
means peace with the nations of the 
West as well as with Nasser, and also 
peace between the Arabs and Israel. 

To return, finally, to the parallel with 
collective bargaining by organized labor, 
in the United States: The result of suc- 
cessful collective bargaining with an em- 
ployer is a better economic deal for the 
worker, but without fatal damage either 
to good relations with the employer or 
to the economic viability of the enterprise.

On 
September 15, 3000 elected delegates met 
in Detroit to vote in secret ballot on the 
course to be followed in the campaign, 
The vote to endorse Stevenson was 97% 
per cent, for Eisenhower less than 1 per 
cent with roughly 2 per cent for no en- 
dorsement at all.

But the Senator has not been content 
merely to see justice done in individual cases, 
He has advocated a code of fair play for con- 
gressional hearings. He has urged over and 
over again that the security and loyalty pro- 
grams be brought under the rule of reason. He 
has successfully criticized the State Depart- 
ment’s arbitrary denial of passports. And he 
has opposed efforts to restrict the Supreme 
Court. In short, he has taken the Bill of Rights 
seriously. He has never forgotten it. 

Senator Hennings showed how he could rise 
above partisanship when he led the battle 
against the Bricker amendment, the George 
substitute for it, and the Dirksen version of this 
attempt to hobble the authority of the President 
in managing foreign relations. Thanks to him, 
the State Department has not been reduced to 
the necessity of obtaining the approval of 48 
state legislatures for a treaty. Here again Sen- 
ator Hennings stood by the Constitution. The 
stand also reflects his support of a co-operative 
foreign policy. 

. . * 

Unsuccessful so far, but nonetheless impres- 
sive has been Senator Herinings’s advocacy in 
session after session of more realistic rules gov- 
erning campaign expenditures. He has criticized 
the low ceilings put over the two national party 
committees and the many legal ways of exceed- 
ing these limits. His bill would have raised the 
ceilings, closed most of the loop-holes, and pro- 
vided pre-campaign publicity for campaign con- 
tributions so that the voters might know who 
was paying the bills and who might be looking 
for contracts or favors. 

These are highlights in the career of a busy 
Senator who was recognized by appointment to 
the important Rules and Judiciary committees 
among others, and who was named secretary of 
the Democratic senatorial party conference. 
They suggest the diligence and the courage of 
the man who won his first nomination over the 
opposition of Harry Truman, Gov. Forrest Smith 
and Mayor Joseph Darst. He has been renominat- 
ed for a second term virtually without opposi- 
tion. Who could go against his record? 

Too rarely is the voter’s choice so obvious. 
Senator Hennings surely will be returned to the 
Senate for another six years not so much be- 
cause his record has earned this reward, but 
rather because the nation needs men of his in- 
tegrity, competence and devotion. 
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A Diplomat on Les Girls

to his fingertips.

France’s Herve 
Alphand will hold his own and then some with 
the best of diplomats on any side. 
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Dedication at Deaconess 

Deaconess Hospital’s new $2,300,000 addition 
and chapel, to be dedicated today, represents 
a Substantial and welcome growth in the St. 
Louis community's facilities for practice of the 
healing arts. With its 158 beds, the addition will 
increase the capacity of the 254-bed main hospi- 
tal by more than 50 per cent, and that alone is 
a noteworthy gain. 

But what makes the addition worth special at- 
tention is not so much the number of beds as the 
use to which they will be put. Some 84 beds on 
the third and fourth floors of the new facility 
will service chronic disease patients who are 
to be trained to become independent of constant 
nursing or custodial care insofar as possible.

“tal where, say, they might have an appendix 
remoyed. Patients in this class are not likely to 
suffer from the stigma frequently associated 
with confinement in a mental institution. 

Since its founding in 1889 Deaconess Hospital 
has always enjoyed a happy reputation for the 
quality of care provided by the institution and 
members of the Evangelical Deaconess Sister- 
hood who staff it. The new addition will provide 
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in that both England agd Russia have brought 


in commercial-scale atomic power plants while 
the United States has not.

This is a meaningless statement, since none 


of these reactors, for all their variety of types . 


and sizes, is of commercial-scale, and that is the 
only kind that. will supply world leadership in 
the atomic power field. The President said: 
The first full-scale atomic plant for the 
production of power exclusively for civilian © 
use—the first anywhere in the world—will 
be in operation next year. : 
The truth of this statement depends alto 
gether on its qualification by the phrase “ex- 
clusively for civilian use.” The use of part of 
the output of British and Russian atomic power 
plants for military purposes is beside the point. 
The point is that the British certainly—and the 
Russians probably—have such a full-scale power 
plant, and we as yet do not. 
Finally, Mr. Eisenhower declared at Portland; 


And in the years immediately ahead—at 
least 17 more such plants will be com- 
pleted. 


Here again the President indulges in what 
seems to be a statement of fact but what in 
reality can be no more than the expression of 
a hope. Not one of the 17 plants is under con- 
struction, not one has been contracted for, and 
not one has been made definite by so much as 
a binding statement of intention. 

- Of all the President's reports to the electorate 
on his stewardship, this summary of our posture 
in atomic power development is the most dis- 
appointing, and the least worthy of him. 
Many Eyes and Many Brushes 

Present-day circumstances — especially war- 
increased taxes—conspire against private art 
collections such as those assembled in the United 
States at the turn of the century. Collectors’ 


interests perforce are narrowed and sometimes 


limited to the contemporary. But this attention 
to the modern keeps artists alive and, therefore, 
also art. The Renaissance merchant-princes also 
were collectors of “moderns.” 

The Walter P. Chrysler. Jr. collection, on dis- 
play at the City Art Museum through Nov. 19, 
is'a notable exception to this trend. It has its 
share of nineteenth-century French impres- 
sionists which some may regard as rather fa- 
miliar, but it runs back in time to the great 
Italians of the sixteenth century, and geo- 
graphically it ranges across Italy, France, the 
Netherlands, Spain and England.

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Eisenhower Republican Is for Stevenson 


Extracts from a Statement by John Nuveen, Chicago Investment Banker, and 
Leader in Citizens-for-Eisenhower Movement 


A lifelong Republican, I ran for Con- 
gress in 1948 and started the Eisen- 
hower movement in Illinois four years 
later. I have never voted for any but a 
Republican candidate for President, but 
on Nov. 6 I expect to vote for Adlai E. 
Stevenson. 


I am more concerned about the se- 
curity of our country than I have ever 
been before. Although Republican ora- 
tors boast of peace and prosperity and 
that we are not at war—that is, a shoot- 
ing war—the fact remains that we are 
engaged in a cold war and we are losing 
it. The loss of a cold war can be just 
as disastrous for our freedoms and eco- 
nomic welfare as losing a hot war. 


Just as we put the winning of World 
War I and World War II above all other 
considerations, including domestic poli- 
cies, so it seems to me that we should 
put the winning of the cold war above 
all other issues. If anyone remains un- 
impressed by the seriousness of the 
cold war, he cannot fail to be impressed 
by the fact that 84 per cent of our na- 
tional budget is being spent for past, 
present and future wars. 


Since the main purpose of our for- 
eign policy is to achieve peace, war rep- 
resents the failure of our foreign policy 
and makes it the most important issue 
facing the American people. 

President Eisenhower has been in of- 
fice three and one-half years. 
years ago I was defending him against 
the attacks of reactionary Republican 
newspapers and politicians. I will still 
defend his views on foreign policy from 
the attacks of the Brickers and Dirk- 
sens within his own party. I am grate- 
ful for his patriotism and the air of in- 
tergrity that he has 
brought back into 
the government. 
But the important 
question is how 
are we doing in 
cold war? Secre- 
tary Dulles has ex- 
pressed the opin- 
ion that all is well: “ 
After having de- 
voted the major 
part of my time for 
the past eight years 
to foreign policy,

believe that I am competent to disagree 
with him. 

If our foreign policy is so sound 
and successful, how does it happen that 
among the experts on foreign affairs 
we find Hans J. Morgenthau, the  Di- 
recter of the Center for the Study of 
American Foreign Policy at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, writing after a recent 
trip to Asia that “the foreign policy of 
the United States is not based upon the 
threat that faces it and, hence, is not 
capable of countering this threat”; that 
Tom Whitney, foreign affairs analyst 
of the Associated Press who spent nine 
years in Russia, as a member of our 
diplomatic service from 1944 to 1947 
and AP correspondent from 1947 .to 


1953, writes that we are “blundering. 
~ along aimlessly” and that “the blame 


for the nation’s complacency must lie 
in large part on the political leadership 
of the country which is failing the 
United States at its most crucial mo- 
ment”; and that Eric Sevareid, CBS 
news analyst, in a sober appraisal of 
the situation a few months ago, re- 
ported that American authorities on 
Russian strategies “are convinced that 
a deep, strong current is in motion 
against us,” and that “the Russians, far 
from acting out of weakness, as Mr. 
Dulles suggested, are acting out of 
yee and a remarkable new confi- 
ence”? 


If we are losing the cold war, the 
question is whether this e fault of 
President Eisenhower or seats -of cir- 
cumstances beyond his control.

It seems unbelievable, but today we 
find our foreign policy being run large- 
ly by isolationists, Herbert Hoover Jr., 
as Undersecretary of State, and John B. 
Hollister, Taft’s former law partner, as 
director of the International Co-opera- 
tion Administration in charge of for- 
eign aid. 


Morale at New Low 


How could this happen? It Is ex- 
plained by President Eisenhower's fail- 
ure to assume political leadership, leav- 
ing it rather to party leaders whose 
principal concern is to keep their party 
in power. To accomplish this, they cal- 
culate, the party must be united, and 
this means they must defer to the isola- 
tionist wing which was disaffected by 
its defeat in the 1952 convention. 


The affronts to State Department per- 
sonnel carried on in the name of securi- 
ty by the operations of Scott McLeod, 
who was appointed the personnel and 
security officer of the State Department 
at the instigation of Senator McCarthy, 
resulted in the resignation of many of 
the most capable and independent 
members of the department. It has 
dampened, if not destroyed, initiative 
in the rest. My friends in the State 
Department tell me that its morale is 
lower today than it has ever been. 


Instead of making liberty into a bea- 
con light, we have, by the record of our 
conduct in Indochina, North Africa and 
Cyprus, made it appear that we only 
believe in liberty when it does not con- 
flict with military expediency or the 
colonial ambitions of our: allies. . Our 
failure to insist on a realistic program 
of granting to the people of Indochina 
independence similar to that achieved 
by their neighbors in the Philippines, 
Indonesia and India enabled the Com- 
munists not only to capture the natiof- 
alist movement and inflict a disastrous 
defeat on our partner, France, but to 
establish themselves as the champions 
of freedom from colonial domination. 
They are pursuing this role with por- 
tentous effectiveness in Suez. 

Adlai Stevenson’s record shows that 
he served in important foreign assign- 
ments during World War II, served. as 
an assistant to two Secretaries of State, 
and played an important role in the or- 
ganization of the United Nations in San 
Francisco. He traveled to all the princi- 
pal countries of the world following the 
1952 campaign and has kept closely in 
touch with their problems. 


. Experience, Understanding 


I have the firsthand testimony from 
many of the members. of our own For- 
eign Service who were serving in the 
countries which he visited of the favor- 
able impression he made on other na- 
tional leaders and of his own under- 
standing of the complex prohlems of 
our international relations. 

I personally have discussed foreign 
policy issues with him many times dur- 
ing and since my experience fn. Greece 
and am impressed with his Capacity for 
dealing with these problems. Moreover, 
in serving as Governor of Illinois for 
four years he demonstrated political 
skill in dealing with the legislative 
body and in providing an administra- 
tion of competence and integrity.

Most important, he does not face a 
split in his own party on foreign policy 
as does Eisenhower. It is interesting to 
observe that in the Eighty-third Con- 
gress, when there was an attempt to 
implement President Eisenhower's for- 
eign policies, an analysis of 32 roll calls 
which were clear-cut tests shows that 
Republican support was only 57 per 
cent compared to 71 per cent from the 
Democrats. 

In 19§2 many Democrats put their 
country above their party and crossed 
over to vote for Eisenhower, believing 
it would be good to change an admin- 
istration that was showing signs of de- 
cadence after 20 years. 

If Republicans wish to claim as much 
patriotism as the Democrats, it behooves 
them to place their.country above their 
party, and instead of blindly voting the 
party line, to make their choice next 
November on a careful study of the 
record. 

In following this course myself, I 
arrive at the following conclusions: 

First, the most important issue in the 
coming election is foreign policy as it 
affects the conduct of the cold war. It 
involves 84 per cent of our national 
budget as well as our freedom. 


Second, the judgment of almost all 
competent and objective observers is 
that we are losing the cold war. In an- 
swer to President Eisenhower's claim 
of “advances” I would point out that 
neither the respite in the fighting in 
Korea nor the defeat of our ally France 
in Indochina has advanced our goal of 
making Korea and Indochina united 
free countries. 

The resumption of oil production in 
Iran on less favorable terms to the 
West has fieither 
reversed nor. al- 
tered the rapid de- 
terioration of our 
relationships in the 
Middle East now 
manifest at Suez. 
The Trieste solu- 
tion was construc- 
tive but not of ma- 
jor importance in 
the cold war. The 
settlement in Aus- 
> tria was possible 


ceded to Russia’s 
demand for neu- 
tralization; a con- 
cession we are unwilling to make in 
the case of Germany. 

The report on Guatemala in the 
Aug. 6, 1956, issue of Time magazine 
that—‘“far from the hoped-for new era 
of, democracy, Guatemala ‘is slipping 
fast toward a dictatorship that gives 
reason for opposition from all quarters, 
then crushes its opponents under the 
slogan of anti-Communism”—does not 
sound like an advance. 

Third, it is disappointing but not sur- 
prising in view of his lack of political 
experience that Mr. Eisermhower has 
been less a man of destiny as President 
than he was as the general who carried 
out the strategy formulated by our 
General Staff for winning the battle of 
Europe. 

‘His capacity for conciliation has ham- 
pered rather than helped him give po- 
litical leadership. His refusal to come 
to the aid of Senator Wiley, who fought 
against the Bricker amendment at the 
President’s request, while at the same 
time indorsing without qualification 
Senator Dirksen who worked for it, il- 
lustrates his indecisiveness. 

Fourth, another four years of declin- 
ing fortunes in the cold war could be 
disastrous for the United States. We 
cannot delay the formulation of a posi- 
tive foreign policy to meet the demands 
of the cold war. 7 

We are fortunate to have a candidate 
of Gov. Stevenson’s stature to whom we 
may turn in this crisis, He has not only 
had the best-possible training for the 
political and administrative duties of 
the Presidency, namely that of perform- 
ing the same tasks in one of our largest 
states, but also a background of service 
in the Department of State.

The appearance of a 
larger research and develop- 
ment appropriation was given 
by including in research funds 
certain indirect costs that had 
formerly come out of other ap- 
propriations. 

Because of increasing costs 
of all sorts and, even more im- 
portant, because of the enor- 
mously more expensive weap- 
ons of today, it would be neces- 
sary continually to increase the 
expenditures on research to 
maintain the same activity. In 
consequence the Air Force re- 
search effort is actually de- 
creasing even though the ex- 
penditure of funds is approxi- 
mately level. 

As an example of how costs 
of research and development 
can increase, the F-51 with 
which we went into World War 
II required 2077 engineering 
and windtunnel manhours, the 
F-86 with which we entered the 
Korean war required 33 times 
as much, or 66,776 hours, while 
the F-100, the latest fighter to 
enter the inventory, required 
168,000 hours. 

To obtain the first prototype 
of each the manhours spent 
were: F-51, 154,000; F-86, 1,132,- 
000; and, F-100, 4,040,000. In 
other words, the development 
cost of a fighter has increased 
almost 25 times in 12 years. 

Vital Projects Suffer. 

The increasing costliness of 
all projects has forced the Air 
Force to eliminate, or delay, or 
stretch out many that are vital 
in order to maintain a constant 
level of expenditure. And un- 
anticipated requirements also 
dip into going projects. 

For example, the Air Force 
asked for $129,000,000 for re- 
search and development recom- 
mended in the Killian report. 
Certain of these recommenda- 
tions were vital for air defense. 
They were given a total of $52,- 
500,000, but of this amount 
$30,000,000 was taken away 
from other research projects 
that had been programmed and 
$19,500,000 was taken from 
other Air Force appropria- 
tions. Only $3,000,000 was ad- 
vanced from the emergency 
fund of the Secretary of De- 
fense. It was strictly a business 
of robbing Peter to pay Paul.

Essential Stopgap. 

The Navaho is powered by 
Ramjet and the Snark by axial 
jet engines. With sufficient em- 
phasis they could be ready years 
before there is any hope of us- 
able intercontinental ballistic 
missiles. If Soviet air defense 
improves as ours gives every 
prospect of doing, these pilot- 
less aircraft might be essential 
uhtil the ballistic missile was 
perfected. 

The X-2 experimental aircraft, 
which crashed recently, after 
flying at a rate of more than 
2100 miles an hour, was one of 
a series. For the next one, the 
X-15, the Air Force asked for 
$19,000,000. Less than half, 
$8,000,000, was finally pro- 
grammed. As a result, this vital 
research will be set back for 
some time. 

Another vital item in the Kil- 
lian report was a recommenda- 
tion for greatly improved radar 
to assist the air defense system. 
It was eonsidered feasible and 
necessary to develop radar that 
would be good to greater alti- 
tudes, to greater distances and 
radar that would follow the 
curvature of the earth. Lack 
of funds has restricted these 
programs. 

There is also every scientific 
prospect that radar can be de- 
veloped that will detect and 
warn against incoming Russian 
missiles, trigger defensive mis- 
siles and guide them to the kill. 

The development of the radar 
itself is adequately funded for 
the current year, again at the 
expense of other projects. But 
for the entire project of direct 
defense against long range bal- 
listic missiles the Air Force be- 
lieved that $34,400,000 could be 
used effectively and profitably.

In the Soviet 
Union the dictatorship can es- 
tablish a crash program in any 
field, at will, in peacetime, a 
type of program with priorities 
on materials, facilities and 
brains that can be established 
only in time of war in the Unit- 
ed States 


The failure of the United 
States to) accomplish what it 
can in military research and 
development seems to be due

Snow the outward events 

that carry forward the nar- 
rative lines are of little im- 
portance compared to the in- 
ward reactions of the central 
characters. In this respect 
Mr. Snow's novel does not 
differ greatly from many 
others of recent and more re- 
mote vintage. As characters 
must be explained in terms 
of their attitudes, thoughts 
and emotions it is impossible 
to penetrate below the sur- 
face of human actions with- 
out considering the “psychol- 
ogy” of the human beings 
involved in a particular sit- 
uation. So every novel of 
stature is in some sense a 
psychological novel. 

The question of emphasis, 
however, is always arising 
these days. To what extent 
can a novel give itself over 
to the shredding and win- 
nowing of mental activity 
without losing touch with 
reality? By reality I mean a 
recognizable condition of life 
in which everybody is trying 
to accommodate his special 
drives to the external cir- 
cumstances that he faces. 

Since practically nobody 
finds a world that is ready- 
made to accommodate his as- 
pirations nobody escapes con- 
flict and every life has its 
measure of drama. But when 
the outer world is ignored 
completely, the conflict—if 
any — becomes wholly in- 
ternal; and the description of 
such a conflict becomes bare- 
ly distinguishable from a 
psychiatric case study.

‘HIS ig a perceptive an- 
T alysis of both the nature 

of present-day “national- 
ism” in the United States and 
its impact on our foreign 
policy. Although the author 
speaks of the new “isolation- 
ism,” his own theory supports 
the use of the descriptive 
phrase “nationalism” instead. 
For whatever it is called, its 
foundations, Mr. Graebner 
implies, are ignorance, impa- 
tience, and an assumption of 
American superiority, moral 
and physical. 

People who know nothing of 
world affairs and cannot or 
will not take the trouble to 
learn, find it very convenient 
and comforting just to know 
that we are the best, wisest, 
and strongest nation; that we 
don’t need help; that the rest 
of the free world needs our 
aid, but probably doesn’t de- 
serve it; that our power will 
always save us, and our 
preaching someday convert 
the world. 

Since World War II, these 
assumptions have _ resulted 
primarily in the creation of

scapegoats — for the obvious 
facts don’t seem to fit the 
preconceptions, and blaming 
someone when things go 
wrong is much easier than in- 
telligently criticizing one’s 
own beliefs.

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“internationalist” wing of the 
Republican party, went all 
out to satisfy the isolationists’ 
demands. John Foster Dulles, 
an experienced diplomat, did 
the same. How could these 
self-consciously honest and 
moral men promise to “un- 
leash Chiang” and “liberate 
the satellites”? The darkest 
pages of Mr. Graebner’s book 
are those dealing with that 
unscrupulous campaign. 

Since 1952, Mr. Graebner 
suggests, the Administration 
has been the captive of its 
own concessions to the right 
wing of the party. Mr. Dulles 
piously sacrificed Foreign 
Service officers on the Mc- 
Carthy altar, and even burned 
books; and while the appease- 
ment of the fringe diminished 
after 1954, it lingers on in 
such things as the President’s 
failure to support Senator 
Wiley and, in contrast, his 
thumping endorsement of 
Senator Dirksen. 


Meanwhile, the 1952 prom- 
ises having proved empty (as 
Mr. Dulles, at least, must 
have known all along) we had 
to make a new one, equally 
sweeping and unrealistic: 
“massive retaliation.”

HE habit of indulging in 
T such broad and hollow 

statements grew. In April, 
1954, the President said that 
“we simply cannot afford to 
lose Indochina.” Logically 
pursuing the same theme, Mr. 
Nixon said: “If, to avoid fur- 
ther Communist expansion in 
Asia and Indochina we must 
take the risk now by putting 
our boys in, I think the 
Executive has to. . . do it.” 

Well, what happened? Our 
boys were not “put in”; Dien 
Bien Phu fell; and Dulles 
went to Geneva hamstrung by 
his promise to the right-wing 
Republicans that he would 
not “sell out.” This meant 
that he could not even meet 
the Red Chinese delegation, 
much less negotiate. He could 
do nothing at all. 

As Mr. Graebner puts it: 
“United States intransigence 
toward China had made it 
possible for Peiping and 
Moscow to offer terms ac- 
ceptable to all Europe and 
Asia without running the risk 
of facing their acceptance by 
the United States. ... The 
American failure of leader- 
ship seemed to prove the 
Russian and Chinese conten- 
tions that if the free nations 
would ignore the United 
States, the great tensions of 
the world could be resolved.” 

Mr. Graebner has written a 
careful and lucid book. His 
premise is that of Walter 
Lippmann, namely that a good 
foreign policy is one which 
balances our commitments 
with our power. On this score 
he is sharply critical of the 
Eisenhower Administration. 
His explanation of why it 
made extravagant verbal com- 
mitments is persuasive. In his 
praise of Senator Vandenberg, 
he seems to suggest that the 
way to achieve a realistic and 
wise foreign policy is through 
a revival of bipartisanship.

HIS, the biography of a 
man who knew the mean- 
ing of love, is a most un- 
usual story about the theater 
in America and England from 
the time of Mrs. Fiske’s pro- 
duction of “Salvation Nell” in 
1908 to the death of its au- 
thor, Edward Sheldon, in 1946. 
For 26 of these years, Sheldon 
lay in state in his beautiful 
rooms on Eighty-fourth street, 
New York, masked, blind and 
almost incapable of move- 
ment—a victim of arthritis. 
His genius for friendship, 
the charm which had made 
him an idol of Broadway and 
London when he was in his 
twenties, and the brilliance 
of mind which had made him 
a meteor at Harvard before 
then, enabled him to influence 
the lives and the professions 
of the most important writers, 
directors, actors and poets of 
the theater he so passionately 
loved. To his room came John 
Gielgud, Alec Guinness, Edith 
Evans and Dame May Whitty, 
to receive his encouragement 
and criticism and to give him 
their interpretations of the 
theater of London he had 
once known. 


Through the letters of Edith 
Wharton, Ruth Draper, John 
Buchan and many others, he 
shared with them a lasting 
love of travel. John Barry- 
more, Van Wyck Brooks and 
John Hall Wheelock were 
friends of his youth and of 
his life. 


His entertaining, including 
birthday parties for three- 
year-olds, tea and cocktails 
for young and bewildered 
soldiers and students, and 
exquisite dinners to which the 
greatest ladies of the theater 
wore all their jewels, was one 
way in which he maintained 
contact with the world. He 
seldom entertained more than 
one person at a time, and the 
book is full of letters arid 
comments from guests who 
were cheered, delighted and 
inspired. Telegrams and 
cables, letters and gifts went 
from his régm .around the 
world, comforting his friends, 
in illness and grief, rejoicing 
with them at success, joking 
over remembered ‘pleasures. 

His shrewd knowledge of 
stagecraft and literature he 
lent to many plays and proj- 
ects, and many actorsiowed 
the crucial jobs of ca- 
reers to his acumen and ‘his 
contacts. His boyhood love 
for Doris Keane, for whom he 
wrote “Romance,” existed, 
mysteriously, strong, until her 
death shortly before his own.

Belief They’d Be Punished 
as Severely Is Fallacy, 
Consultant Says. 


The belief that sentences of 
serious juvenile offenders tried 


as adults will be comparable 
to those received by mature 
criminals is a fallacy, members 
of the Missouri Association for 
Social Welfare were told yes- 
terday. 

Bernard Russell, consultant 
on community services of the 
Division of Juvenile Delin- 
quency of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare’s 
Children’s Bureau, said a study 
mad» of four metropolitan cen- 
ters showed 38 to 100 per cent 
of the youths tried as adults 
were either returned to the 


community or received a shorter 
sentence than those tried in 
jyuvertifle courts. 


Speaking at the closing lunch- 
eon of the association’s fifty- 
sixth annual conference at 
Hotel Statler, Russell said the 
“get tough” policy could be ac- 
cepted if it meant dispensing 
with any mark of sentiment and 
looking réalistically at what the 
youth really needs.

Home Buyers 
Swing Away 
From FH-VA 


Increasing numbers of a 
buyers are acquiring their 
chases through conventiona ‘tie 
nancing rather than Govern- 
ment-backed mortgage loans, 
the National Association of Real 
a te Boards reported yester- 

y. 
This is one of the highlights 
revealed by the new fall survey 
of the mortgage market just 
completed by Association's 
Division of Research and its 
Mortgage Study Committee on 
the basis of reports from 284 
communities throughout the na- 
tion. Announcement of the 
findings was made by Oliver M. 
Walker, Washington, D. C., 
chairman of the Committee. 

The predominance of the con- 
ventional mortgage was ascribed 
to the ever-increasing selectivity 
shown by a dwindling number 
of investors in the residential 
mortgage field and the emer- 
gence of yield as determining 
factor in investment. 

Other new developments dis- 
closed by the survey included: 

1. A trend of the generally 
prevailing interest rate on con- 
ventional mortgages to rise 
above the 5 per cent level.

Hentschell Gets His Moose. 

Hentschell killed his modse 
after he and the guide went by 
plane to Lake Hammersley, 25 
miles fram the camp. It was 
somewhat smaller than the ones 
brought down by McCracken 
and Stulz, but was still large. 
Alaskan moose grow big, weigh- 
ing 1400 to 1500 pounds. 

Describing his kill, Hentschell 
said: “We spotted a bull com- 
ing down the ridge about a mile 
away. We immediately headed 
in from the lake to intercept | 
him. He saw us and we stopped. | 
When he moved on, we moved 
on. 

“He started into a clump of 
birch and, figuring he would 
come out ahead of us, we went 
down there to walt for him.” 

Suddenly, the moose ap-| 
peared, about 250 yards to the 
left. 

“I took a kneeling position 
and pinched off on him,” 
Hentschell related. “He didn’t 
quiver or flinch but took only 
one step, so I threw ahother 
one at him. | 

“This time he turned, facing | 


away from us, and stood with- |[* 


out moving. He stood that way 
for about 10 seconds and sud- 
denly toppled like a falling 
tree. His feet went up in the air | 
as he crashed to the ground.” 
Some days later the hunter 
saw a moose he will never for- 
get. The animal, which he 
termed “the most gorgeous bull 
that has ever been born,” was 
feeding with a cow at 5:30 
o'clock in the morning by the 
shore of an ice-covered lake. 
“As it lifted its head and 
looked in our direction in the 
half light of the morning, those 
horns seemed to be 75 inches 
apart,” Hentschel] said. 


Hunting for Bear Rugged. 


For Hentschell the high spot 
of the trip was a brown bear he 
brought down Sept. 23—and it 
was a big one. Three hours of 
solid slogging up the mountain 
through annoying tag alder 
were required to get to the site 
where the bear, spotted through 
field glasses, was feeding on 


es. 
“We slid flat on our pants 
with our guns in our right hand, 
very slowly down the ridge 
about 100 yards, knowing that 
very shortly Mr. Bear would 
come into view,” Hentschell 
said. 

“Finally, I saw the top of his 
back, with his head down in 
the berries. I slid a little far- 
ther and then slowly sat up. 

“As I did so, the bear sudden- 
ly became aware of my presence

@ THE SOLUTION for this mouse problem seemed f6 be 
to drop Sugar into the bin, so I picked him up from where 
he was rubbing at my legs and into the feed bin he went. 


The mouse gave a loud squeak and jumped to the far end 


of the bin. and Sugar opened his eyes wide, then started 
in pursuit.. But the mouse, not to be cortiered, squeaked 
again and jumped back to where it had started. About the 
fourth time this happened it landed squarely on Sugar’s 
head.and this was plainly too much, for the cat left the feed 
bin ip a single bound. For my part, feeling that such a 
spunky.mouse plainly deserved to live, I opened the back 
window of the granary, picked the mouse up carefully in 


‘the big scoop shovel and tossed it out. It stood on its hind 


legs, gave gne more loud squeak and scurried for the 
woods. Obviously it felt—and I quite agreed—that it had 
scored a tremendous victory.

The granary, incidentally, attracts many forms 
of wildlife if we’re not careful to keep the door and 
window tightly shut. Several times I’ve found a 
handsome fox squirrel in the feed bin and on one 
eccasion came in just as ag racoon went out over the 
back window sill with an ear of corn. But if we can 
persuade the wild creatures to make themselves at - 
home by sacrificing an occasional ear of corn or a 
few ounces of feed, we are more than delighted 
to do so.

@ IT Is DIFFICULT to tell much about the bird migra- 
tion in this warm, dry weather, but we see plenty of in- 
dications that the Monarch butterflies are heading south. 
These are, I believe, our only migrating butterflies and at 
this season they gather in flocks for their long pilgrimage. 
The Monarch is large and showy, with wings of light red- 
dish-brown and you'll observe it at this time of year drift- 
ing along in the air currents, often at a surprising altitude. 
It goes at least as far as the Gulf of Mexico, although, as 
far as I can discover, few of the butterflies that make the 


autumn flight came back north again next spring. This 
butterfly is one which is evidently distasteful to birds— 
and whether for this reason or some other is closely 
mimicked by a butterfly of another family, the Viceroy. 

This is an interesting thing on which to speculate— 
and certainly there are stranger things in nature than an 
adaptation such as this. But the Monarch is a milkweed 
butterfly, of which we have only one other representative 


in the United States, while the Viceroy is a member of the 


large family of Numphalids which includes the Red Admiral, 


Pear] Crescent, Question Mark, Mofirning Cloak, Painted ~ 4) 


Lady and many others. 

This is also the season of garden spiders; handsome 
yellow-striped creatures which doze all day in the center 
of their large orb webs and awaken into activity only. when 
some unfortunate grasshopper or other large insect comes 
blundering along. When this happens the spider rushes 
out to wrap its prey securely in a strong mantle of webbing, 
injecting enough venom into it to paralize the créature. 


Thereafter it goes back to the center of the web ahd dozes © 


again until it is hungry. By this time it may have several 
insects wrapped up and its web is torn to tatters, although 
along toward evening it is re-spun and is ready for another 
spell for food gathering. Soon, however, will come a night 
w hard frost and the garden spider’s hunting days will 


de over.

Former Professional Singer Supervises Leisure-Time Program of 18,000 McDonnell Aircraft Employes

OME years a the audience

riety show got even more ya- 
riety than they had bargaifed 
for. A fully costumed football 
player dashed e and 
a ched forthwith inte a tenor 

tion of “Begin the Be- 
eslav” = dashed away at the 


conclusion without waiting for 
bows. 

It was a startling sight, and 
one that gives an insight into 
a man who most of his life has 
been jockeying between two 
equally loved careers — show 
business and sports. 

The football player was Bert 
Granville, now recreation di- 
rector for the huge McDonnell 
Aircraft C here. At the time 
he was a college fullback, a star 
player for George Washington 
University in Washington. As a 
singer, he had seen the chance 
to pick up a little extra cash. 
His coach screamed to the 
heavens when he learned that 
Granville’s engagement was ex- 
actly at the kick-off time of the 
game against Tulsa. 


But the coach agreed to let 
Granville be absent with leave 
—for the first quarter only. 
Granville, shoulder pads and 
all, sung with a cab waiting out- 
side; rushed to Griffith Sta- 
dium to find his team in dire 
straits. 


“Get in there!” -the coach 
barked, as Granville raced to 
the bench. 

“O.K., Coach,” yelled Gran- 
ville, and kept right on running 
onto the. gridiron as a cheer 
for him ‘rolled up from the 
stands. On the very first play, 
Fullback Granville was handed 
the ‘ball, bucked the line—and 
was knocked cold. 

The hard knocks of football 
later gave way to the equally 
rugged pressures of show busi- 
ness, a pursuit Granville fol- 
lowed, with considerable suc- 
cess, for years. Finally, 13 years 
ago, he chanced into what is 
probably the only industrial 
field in existence- which can 
and does utilize aH his qualifi- 
cations fully.

NDUSTRIAL recreation is his 
| work, a werk for which- his 

background—a B.S. in physical 
education, a. working knowledge 


‘of sports and long experience 


in show business — fits him 
amazingly well. 


Industrial recreation, by 


briefest definition, is the art 


of helping keep employes hap- 
py—which, in these times of 
skilled labor and _ technician 
shortages, boils down to help- 
ing keep employes, period. 

“The program has the goal 
of showing how to make the 
most enjoyable and construc- 
tive use of leisure time,” said 
Granville. 

The program he refers to is 
the McDonnell Aircraft Recrea- 
tion Program, “Mactivities,” for 
short, and it mirrors, in one 
concern, a facet of industry 
which is mushrooming all ovc-: 
the nation. It is, in fact, a se- 
rious business devoted to having 
fun. 


More and more firms are es- 
tablishing recreational pro- 
grams. Some are embryonic; 
maybe only sponsorship of a 
softball team. Others are down- 
right elaborate, up to and in- 
cluding employe swimming 
pools. ‘Some New York maga- 
zine offices have high-toned 
catering outfits bring in tidbits 
for the resident geniuses.) The 
McDonnell firm is one better- 
than-average example of a well- 
organized, well - co-ordinated 
program. 

A Victorian-age manufactur- 
r, a turn of the century tycoon 
might well take one look at the 
sight of employes enjoying a 
movie in the cafeteria, or play- 
ing shuffleboard in the corri- 
dors, and come down with a 
case of the purple apoplexy, 
meantime screaming phrases 
like “pampering employes” and 
“useless gee-gaws.” 

He would be wrong. Cold 
facts would prove him so. The 
trend away from an overly stern 
business -is- business approach 
toward the recognition of hu- 
man relationg in a firm is a 
sign of neither soft-headedness 
nor soft-heartedness on the part 
of employers, who remain just 
as good business men as their 
forebears. It is simply a bow 
in the direction of what is now 
a maxim: a happy worker is a 
harder worker.

After his star fullback days, 
Granville—a St. Louisan—went 
into show business, living in 
Washington and playing engage- 
ments all over that area.

He sung any and everything, 
from pop to classics. Once a lo- 
cal announcer in Washington— 
one Arthur Godfrey—mischiev- 
ously made a recording of 
Granville, all without Gran- 
ville’s knowledge. The two men 
were on the same radio sta- 
tion; each morning Granville 
would engage in the horren- 
dous throat exercises singers 
employ; unearthly eekings and 
hawkings and scale runnings. 
The record, played on Godfrey's 
entirely unpredictable program, 
was the talk of Washington for 
a while.

RANVILLE played big dates; 
(5 sia the top time circuit. Al- 

ways lurking in the back 
of his mind, however, was a 
promise to himself: “If I go on 
to undisputed success, fine; I'll 
stay. If not, I'll get out.” 

It is the promise many an 
entertainer has made to him- 
self—never to become one of 
those slightly pathetic old 
timers still hoping for the big 
break. Granville, after he re- 
turned to St. Louis, continued 
to do well: He was a singer at 
the big hotels here, did radio 
work as well. 


But in 1943 he decided show 
business was not for him, not 
for the long haul. The future 
was not there, he decidéd. And 
when he had opportynity, 13 
years ago, to go with the Mc- 
Donnell corporation—a relative 
infant to the giant it is today 
—he went, in the capacity of 
assistant recreational super- 
visor and, specifically, to help 
organize a glee club. 

And as for leaving show 
business, as he thought he was 
doing, he found he was merely 
entering a new facet of it—and 
he’s up to his ears in show 
business to this day. 

For one thing there's the bi- 
annual Airevue, a full-scale, two- 
and-a-half hour musical comedy 
production written, staged and 
performed solely by McDonnell 
folk—with Granville as —pro- 
ducer, supervisor and sometime 
singer. The 1955 production, 
titled “Sillrama,” was a take- 
off on Cinerama. 

Why should a firm devoted 
to making airplanes have any- 
thing to do with putting on a 
musical comedy, of all things, 
at Kiel Auditorium?

In last month’s Mid-America 
Jubilee, Granville was bustling 
about heading up the indus- 
trial exhibit—in addition to his 
other duties—and having a fine 
time with it all. 

His pet project right now is 
working toward getting up an 
Industrial Recreational Direc- 
tors’ Association. There are oth- 
er men at various firms around 
who, to some degree, have jobs 
similar to his. And, he predicts, 
there will be more and more. 

As the picture of the part 
recreation and relation play ig 
production emerges as an ime- 
portant part of the economy, 
Granville and his counterparis 
across the land continue to ply 
and improve upon their some- 
what paradoxical trade—indus- 
trially bouncing around trying 
to show people how to enjoy 
leisure time.

The long and short of it is: the American Affilia-

This existence was not on 
Mars. It was in Europe. where 
I spent four years in London 
ané@ three in Rome. 

To some it might seem like 
Heaven on earth to escape the 
post-mortem nausea over James 
Dean and the men who threaten 
social disgrace if you choose the 
wrong razor blade. 

But to me, a North Carolin- 
ian, my wife Peggy, a New 
Yorker, and our sons, Roger, 6, 
and Blair, 3—London-born and 
Italian-speaking—this, not that, 
is the Promised Land. 

America in 1956 is a material 
paradise. It is this impression 
which first rocks, rolls and reels 
the expatriate come home. 

We expected it to be. We had 
heard that and little else about 
America. But what we had not 
expected—and what excited us 
more than washing machines 
and dish dryers—was the change 
in the American people since 
we left in 1949.

MERICANS have calmed 
A aown. Even New Yorkers. 

They also seem to have 
grown up. Even teen-agers. De- 
spite their penchant for two- 
toned cars and lavender baby 
carriages, they also seem more 
conservative. 

“Moderation” is the national 
password.

The average person in this ex- 
uberant, friendly, over-generous, 
often zany and some times taste- 
less country of ours, has stuck 
by the solid virtues. 

He may be whistling past a 
graveyard by worrying more 
about the Dodgers than Suez, 
but he is concerned about the 
schools, the morals and the 
future of his children, the 
slaughter on the highways.

Within 10 years she will have 
50 per cent less ironing to do, 
according to scientists of the 
Midwest Research Institute 
here. 

New kinds of fabrics, wash- 
ing machines and detergent will 
team up to keep wrinkling at a 
minimum for most clothes. The 
next 10 years will see an accel- 
eration of the recent trend to- 
ward wash '‘n’ wear shirts, 
dresses and suits. 

This look ahead also fore- 
sees homes easier to clean, or 
homes which just don’t get 
dirty, and new ways of prepar- 
ing and storing foods to ease. 
the task of cooking meals. But 
no automatic way of bundling 
the youngsters into bulky win- 
ter clothing is on the horizon 
as yet, 

The forecasts come from Wil- 
liam W. Niven Jr., manager of 
the chemical engineering divi-

Your son should be taught to love 
and respect his grandparents, but not to run to them for 
sympathy when his parents correct him. To let him get by 
with that is one of the worst things they could do to him and 
if they really love him, they'll see how important the right 
kind of discipline is in molding a child's character and insur- 
ing his stability in the future.

OT LONG AGO a 24-year-old salesman — call him 

Mr. H.— was admitted to a hospital here 

complaining of weight -loss, fatigue and 

“nerves.” Examination showed that the young man’s 

symptoms were caused by an overactive thyroid gland. 
Treatment would not be complicated. 

But doctors wanted to learn why the thyroid gland 
had acted up. Here, they were in for no surprise. One 
of Mr. H.’s most bitter complaints concerned his mar- 
riage. His thyroid symptoms and physical distress 
could be traced roughly to the day he was married, 
three years before. 

For various reasons, he had developed the feeling 
that his wife was hindering his career. He had been 
separated from her {wice and felt that divorce was in- 
evitable — despite the fact that she was pregnant. Mr. 
H.’s physical illness, in other words, was an outgrowth 
of emotional conflict — what we call a psychosomatic 
sickness. And the main cause of it was marital tensions. 

This case reflects a crisis in American life today 
that affects millions of men and women, married and 
single. It is a crisis which reaches into the home, causes 
untold misery and ends, all too often, in divorce.

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_ A do-it-yourself 
way to 
save marriages 


A doctor offers a simple, effective formula for 
happier, healthier living. You may want to try it

Perhaps you are not used to thinking of marriage as 
a concern of doctors. Yet marriage problems can 
cause, disease. Indeed, we have ample evidence that 
marriage discord represents a tragic epidemic sweep- 
ing the nation. 

Look at the statistics. Between 1951 and 1954 
there were about 1.5 million divorces, or one to every 
four marriages. Juvenile crime, a symptom of neglect 
or some other failure in the home, more than doubled 
between 1952 and 1955. 

An unhappy marriage can destroy your efficiency at 
work. It can cause you to overeat, overdrink, over- 
smoke and indulge in other excesses. In addition, 
some cases of stomach trouble, allergy, headache, 
asthma and other disorders can be traced directly to 
unhappy marriage. 

Thus marriage is rightfully a concern of doctors. 
And they spend much time with patients discussing 
marital problems in relation to specific symptoms and 
treatments. They are joined in the battle against the 
epidemic of marriage failure by ministers, psychia- 
trists, marriage counselors and others, most of whom 
do a good job. Unfortunately, there are not enough of 
them to stem the tide. 

How can we save marriages that are threatened and 
at the same time safeguard those that are healthy? 

To prevent outbreaks of typhoid fever, we give in- 
oculations. We do not wait for cases to show up. 
Similarly, I think we can apply preventive measures 
to the epidemic of marriage failure. If wavering 
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couples received emotional “booster shots,” marital 
unhappiness would decrease. 

Therefore, I would like to propose a simple plan — 
one that may have been overlooked largely because of 
its very simplicity. Let’s enlist married couples them- 
selves in an all-out effort to avert the misery of “dead” 
or “dying” marriages. 

Why couples? Because they hold the answers [to 
their particular hopes in marriage. 

I would like to urge that a nation-wide organiza- 
tion be formed — called, perhaps, Marriages Anony- 
mous — which would devote itself to the rescue of 
marriages in trouble. In local groups everywhere, 
married couples themselves would — through self- 
appraisal, discussion and exchange of ideas with neigh- 
bors — seek to make marriage work. 

Further, “MA” could help average, happy couples 
grow and mature in their marriages. It could let them 
take inventory from time to time and thus enrich their 
married lives. Indeed, for all married couples, MA 
could offer vast benefits. 

Like Alcoholics Anonymous, which has had strik- 
ing success in rehabilitating problem drinkers, MA 
could employ what has become known as group ther- 
apy. The secret of its success is that people with sim- 
ilar interests and problems can help one another by 
“talking out” their problems in a group. Of course, 
they must have a will to help themselves — plus prope 
leadership. 

What would MA group members talk about? The 


everyday hurdles of marriage, certainly, plus in-law 
problems, jobs, community pressures, child-rearing — 
in short, anything that causes marital strain. 

How would a group conversation go? Let's listen 
in on a hypothetical MA discussion. 

MRS. JONES: “My husband and I! have been arguing 
recently. We both recognize the cause, but we can’t 
seem to work it out. He has just been promoted and 
his new duties involve lots of travel. Somehow, be- 
cause he’s out of town so much, we seem to be drifting 
apart. 

“It’s not really endangering our marriage now, but 
some day it might. What can we do?” 

MR. WILLIAMS (another group member): “Some 
friends of ours have the same problem. They're sty- 
mied, too. Has anyone a suggestion?” 

MRS. DOLAN: “Well, I’m not the voice of experience, 
but two years ago Fred and I went through some- 
thing like this. Here’s how we worked it out. On each 
of his trips, he’s gone about three days. He calls me 
every evening and we bring each other up to date. 
Two or three times a year, | go with him on short 
trips. That way, I share his travel life a little. 

“We make friends in nearby cities and we both feel 
that we’re not apart as much as we might be. Of 
course, 1 don’t insist on going with him on one trip 
or another. He usually ‘invites’ me along. Try it — 
maybe it will work for you, too.” 

That's what might result from a healthy group ex- 
change of viewpoints. Doesn't it sound better than 


harboring a deep resentment against your spouse, 
winding up in a doctor’s office because of that resent- 
ment — or perhaps in a divorce court? 

You may feel that couples would be reluctant to 
discuss their problems with strangers or even friends. 
However, the experience of PTAs as well as AA should 
dispel your doubts. In such groups, when you strike a 
subject close to participants’ hearts, they open up — 
honestly and with deep understanding of their prob- 
lems and those of others. 


Leadership Is important 
Of course, a good deal depends upon the leader of 


the group. He sets the standard of group behavior and 


he sets the tone that permits honest subjective and 
objective discussion. The secret of a good group leader 
is his ability to get discussion going — and keep it 
from rambling — without dominating it. He gets the 
ball rolling and does not stifle discussion, but rather 
lets the group members “lead themselves.” 

Reticence gives way to frank discussion under the 
capable direction of the good group leader. And such 
group discussion can rescue and enhance married life. 
Does the idea sound good to you? 

If so, you'll want to know how to get an MA group 
going. What does it take to start? 

The answers are as simple as the idea itself. Here are 
some suggestions which have resulted from talks 
with authorities in the marriage-relations field: 

1) MA groups could be set up in local churches,

the “Y,” marriage-counseling agencies — or even in 
doctors’ offices. 

2) Each person in an MA group should be referred 
by his family doctor. This is necessary to weed out 
people who are seriously sick, emotionally — and who 
might disrupt group meetings. In addition, these 
people require or already may be undergoing outside 
treatment. 

Potential- group members should be further 
screened. Persons of similar social backgrounds should 
be in similar groups — because they are likely to 
have closely related problems and interests. 

3) In MA sessions, both husband and wife should 
be present. However, a group will become unwieldy 
with more than five or six couples. 

4) The group leader, of course, must be capable, 
or you run the risk of having profitless meetings. Your 
minister or doctor, a social worker, a psychologist, a 
marriage counselor or other qualified group member 
might agree to take on the job. 

5) Before each meeting, there should be an es- 
tablished topic of discussion. Some that should sus- 
tain interest include: the history of marriage; how 
men and women differ in their marriage goals; the 
physical aspects of marriage (best led by a doctor); 
the emotional aspects of marriage (best led by a psy- 
chiatrist or psychologist); children and parents; 
careers and marriage; community pressures ahd mar- 
riage; leisure-time activities; practical steps for making 
marriage a growing experience.

twice a year to take inventory of their 
marriages and thus strengthen them. 

7) MAchapters should keep records 
of how their meetings succeed (or fail) 
in specific areas. 

Briefly, I have suggested what MA 
could be. What shouldn’t it be? 
© It should not be a gathering place for 
the mentally sick. Such people need 
treatment by trained practitioners. 

e It should not be a “goody-goody” 
organization. That is, it should not per- 
petuate the widespread fallacy (unfor- 
tunately thrust on us by motion pictures 
and other media) that people simply 
get married and live happily ever after. 
MA's purpose is to come to grips with 
the real and inevitable conflicts mar- 
ried couples experience. 

e It should not be used for self-seeking 
goals. For instance, a group member 
should not use MA discussions ‘o jus- 
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DIVORCE weds pray one out t of tow marriages pave. 400, 000 a year. Many 
of these couples require individual psychiatric care, but many could benefit from MA. 
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tify his hostilities toward his spouse. 
e It should not be a refuge for the 
idly curious, for gossips or for people 
who do not want to participate openly 
and frankly. If a husband or wife’s 
problems are too “bottled up” to be dis- 
cussed — or if MA sessions aggravate 
home life — individual counseling may 
be required. 

Often national organizations just 
grow, like Topsy. I do not feel that an 
elaborate MA _ national machinery 
should be set up in, say, New York or 
Washington. That would require great 
expenditures of money and manpower. 
Ideally, MA should be a grass-roots 
movement, with local chapters operat- 
ing on a financially self-sufficient basis. 
With such a structure, a national board 
— including leaders in many fields — 
would develop at the proper time. 

How can you start an MA group in 
your town? All you need is two or more 
couples, willing and able to give the 
idea a try. Let them talk to a doctor, 
minister, social-service agency — and 
see what develops. 

We're trying in our town — with real 
hope.

Original idea of 
this highly popular program came from Georgia 
psychologist Peter Cranford (shown at right). 


AUGUSTA, GA. 
Have you an idea you think might make a swell television 
program? Want to sell it to a network or advertising agency 
and relax on the royalties? Then regard Dr. Peter Cranford, 
47, a handsome clinical psychologist here. 

Seventeen years ago Cranford came up with the basic 
idea of such popular radio and TV programs as Double or 
Nothing, Take It or Leave It, The $64 Question, The $64,000 
Question and The $64,000 Challenge. Today he averages 
$500 to $750 weekly in royalties from The $64,000 Question 
and The $64,000 Challenge. (The amount varies because 
he gets one-sixth of the program's annual net profits, and 
these depend on how the contestants do each week.) Yet, 
outside of Augusta, few people have heard of idea-man 
Cranford. Here’s how it happened: 

“In 1939,” he says, “I was living in Atlanta. | was working 
for the Georgia Education Association as research director, 
putting on radio programs, running forums and such. 

“I heard that the radio networks and the national adver- 
tisers wére looking for program ideas, so I went to the 
library and read everything I could about programming.

Why do people listen to one show and not to another? 

“I decided that what a program needed most was interest 
and audience identification. I studied all the games in exist- 
ence and decided that the most intriguing one was ordinary 
dice, craps. The game had been in existence since Roman 
times. Apparently people found it fascinating. How could 
I put a game of craps on the radio? 

“I finally figured that if questions were substituted for 
rolls of the dice, an exciting new program could be launched. 
The idea of gambling, of doubling up on the reward for 
each successive question, was a natural.” 

Cranford tried to peddle this around Atlanta, then heard 
that the Biow Co., a New York advertising agency, was look- 
ing for novel program ideas. Promptly he sent a prospectus 
to Biow, outlining the program and suggesting that each 
contestant be allowed to answer nine questions. The ques- 
tions would double in value from $1 to $512. 

Milton Biow, head of the agency, liked it. He thought, 
though — this was 1940 — that $512 was too large a re- 
ward. He felt the top figure should be $64. Cranford agreed, 
and the Biow Co. sent him a good-faith check for $75.

Story shows 


Cranford offered to share the profits from any program 
based on his double-or-nothing idea. But then he got a letter 
from a Biow representative saying his idea would take shape 
“over a limited number of Columbia Broadcasting System 
stations” and that Cranford would get $25 a week for 26 
weeks, a total of $625. “At that time,” the agency man wrote, 
“I think we will have fulfilled, and with a generous bonus, 
any moral obligation I may have made to you. . . The name 
of the show has been changed to Take It or Leave It.” 

When he received this letter, Cranford recalls, “I hit the 
roof. I had just lost my job. I didn’t have enough money to 
hire attorneys. I felt the company was being very unfair. 

“After all, the show was an immediate hit. The Biow Com- 
pany was winning new laurels as the hottest advertising 
agency in the business . . . I didn’t know what to do.” 

At that point, Biow was sued by a radio station in Wash- 
ington, D.C., which claimed it owned the fundamental idea 
on which Take It or Leave It was based. Perhaps reluctantly, 
Biow sought Cranford’s help in defending the suit. 

Given a bargaining wedge, Cranford demanded a new 
deal. On June 25, 1942, he got it: $25 a week for each week 
Take It or Leave It was broadcast commercially over five 
stations or fewer; $50 a week if on more than five stations; 
one-third of all payments received for licensing the program 
idea elsewhere. (This last clause covers Cranford’s current 
television royalties. ) 

From 1940 to 1948, Take It or Leave It was one of the 
most successful radio programs on the air. “The $64 Ques- 
tion” entered the English language. Practically everyone 
connected with the show —e.g., Bob Hawk, Phil Baker, 
Garry Moore — won new fame. The Biow Co. more than 
tripled its billings. 

Money and a Family 


Even Dr. Peter Cranford got mildly rich. Now employed 
by the U.S. Public Health Service, he received $50 a week 
from Take It or Leave It, Inc. When the company sold the 
motion-picture rights to the idea, his share was $6,000. The 
parlor-game rights brought him another $6,000. 


He also got married, settled down in Augusta, helped 


raise two sons, left his job and put out his own shingle. 


Then came television and, in due time, producer Louis 


Cowan (The Quiz Kids), who dreamed up The 364,000 
Question. Since Take It or Leave It, Inc. controlled the key 
words, “The $64 Question,” Cowan dealt with Milton Biow 
(who since has folded up his advertising agency) on a 
fifty-fifty basis. 

On June 7, 1955, The $64,000 Question was telecast over 
CBS. It was an instantaneous success. Today the net profits 
from this show and its sequel, The $64,000 Challenge, are 
estimated to be moving toward $15,000 a week — meaning 
a possible $2,500 a week in royalties for Cranford. 

“Good ideas constitute the lifeblood of television,” says 
the psychologist. “With study and dedication any intelli- 
gent viewer can think one up. Selling the idea, however, is 
becoming increasingly more difficult.” 

Yet the networks and the advertising agencies definitely 
want new material. “If they like your idea,” Dr. Cranford 
advises, “don't sell it outright. Lease it on a royalty or share- 
the-profits agreement. Get a lawyer to help you with any 
legal agreement, because in this business no one gives you 
any more than they have to. I'm living proof of that.” 

All in all, however, Dr. Peter Cranford isn’t doing too 
badly with his TV idea. °.

A bank often will stop payment via a phone 
call — but only out of courtesy. It is a temporary 
stopgap to accommodate the depositor until he has 
time to make it official in writing. 

False. A recent court ruling says that only the 
person who signs a check can issue a stop-payment 
order on it. 

If the bank has received the stop-payment 
order before the check is presented, it generally 
cannot charge the check to the depositor’s account.

THE HOME 
OF 1976? 


by KARL KOHRS 


When today’s cover baby, Veronica Gelles, 
reaches her early years of adulthood in 1976, 
she will be one of a new generation of Ameri- 
can homemakers. Hers will be a world of 
electronic and ultrasonic marvels that will 
make for leisurely and light-hearted living. 

What will her home be like 20 years from 
now? Today, PARADE presents a preview of 
some of the things the U.S. industry has in 
mind for her. An army of researchers, engi- 
neers, technicians and designers is concerned 
with developing new concepts in the design 
and function of furniture and appliances that 
may well be standard equipment in the homes 
of 1976. 

Typical of this long-range planning is the 
work now being done by Frigidaire and Gen- 
eral Motors teams in Dayton, Ohio, and De- 
troit, Mich. In Dayton, Frigidaire has an 
engineering department with a staff of nearly 
a thousand. In addition, there is a 53-man 
Design Studio in General Motors’ new Tech- 
nical Center in Detroit. Here these experts, 
backed by the General Motors styling staff 
of 800, are developing new ideas. They are 
thinking as much as 20 years ahead — think- 
ing, for example, of the kind of home 
Veronica Gelles could have in 1976. 

For an advance hint of what her home 
could be like, look at the pictures on the op- 
posite page. They are from a film, Living 
Unlimited, recently produced by Frigidaire. 
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They are not guaranteed — but they could 
come about. So let’s dream a moment. 

In her new home, Veronica would be able 
to operate her entire household from an elec- 
tronic “programming desk” in the middle of 
her kitchen. There, for example, she could 
press a button and automatically select a 
dish for any meal from a punch-card file of 
1,000 recipes. 

She would be able to call the supermarket 
on her television telephone and see, then and 
there, her groceries for a whole week. 

She would be able to do all her cooking in 
disposable sheet-aluminum receptacles, on a 
smart marble countertop that never got hot. 
Then, after dinner, she’d stack her dishes in 
a washer that used sound waves to wash, 
rinse, dry and sterilize them in three minutes. 

If she happened to be shopping downtown 
and a storm came up, she could dial her home 
and activate a device to close her windows. 

Today, these concepts are tangible enough 
to be illustrated in the film. In fact, engineers 
point out, all the ideas are based on known 
engineering principles and techniques, and 
current commercial and industrial uses. 
Moreover, they add, many of the devices 
could be built immediately. 

The meal programmer, for example, would 
utilize an electronic memory device and a 
punch-card system like that used in business 
machines today. Punch cards for entire meals

In 1976: push-button dinners 


and your own private climate 


might be made available by food merchandis- 
ers or by publications such as PARADE, as 


printed recipes are today. 

The programmer would control the auto- 
matic food preparer, which in turn would 
prepare and serve the pre-selected menus — 
at times determined as much as a week in 
advance. Its practicability is predicated on 
latest developments in packaging and rapid 
microwave cooking of food. Prepackaged 
servings of complete meals would be avail- 


able in preloaded containers. On signal from 
the control center, these packages — or car- 
tridges —- would be released in sequence into 
an electronic cooker, then served by the auto- 
matic-vending-machine principle so familiar 


today. 


Veronica’s kitchen in 1976 may well in- 
clude a “heatless” stove — a perfectly smooth 
surface with small lights marking the spots 
where utensils should be set. Radiant heat 
would emanaté from a wireless, printed cir- 
cuit resistance coil (drawn with current-car- 

_ rying paint, much in use today) protected by 
a quartz surface. Because the quartz trans- 
mits heat but is a poor conductor of it, the 


stove’s surface would not get hot to the touch. 


What will certainly be a standard feature 
of Veronica’s future home, engineers say, is 
the television-camera circuit. (Its use already 


has been demonstrated in experimental 
models of homes.) Small monitor cameras 
mounted in strategic locations would allow 
the homemaker to view areas in and around 
the house from the kitchen or, say, the bed- 
room. 

Television contacts such as these already 
are used to some extent in industry. The pro- 
jected home of 1976 calls for two cameras, 
covering the nursery and the play area. 


At present, each camera would run about ~ 


$40,000 (though the receiving unit is no more 
expensive than the average TV set), But 20 
years from now they might cost only a frac- 
tion of that. Ten years ago the typical com- 
mercial television camera cost about $250, 
000; today the price has dropped to about 
$10,000. Similarly, home monitor cameras 
might well be available for $1,000 or even less 
within the next two decades. 

Another innovation that will make Veron- 
ica’s home pleasanter is “weather control” of 
the interior. This problem is being ap- 
proached from several angles. Some model 
interiors show the use of a curtain of water 
to separate rooms. On the same principle, 
engineers envision a curtain of air doing the 
job. 

That this actually can be done was recently 
demonstrated by Frigidaire engineers in 


Crosley Field, Cincinnati, home of the Redlegs baseball 
team. Cincinnati is famous for its sizzling summers, and the 
engineers’ assignment was to air-condition the dugouts (the 
enclosures where players stay when not at bat or fielding). 
These are wide open in front. A glass “wall” there was out 
of the question. Yet there should be no drafts to chill over- 
heated players coming in from the field. 

Engineers finally hit on a system which “encloses” the 
dugout with a 36-foot curtain of cool dry air and effectively 
shields out the heat. Designed to reduce temperatures about 
10 degrees, it discharges air from grills along the length of 
the dugout ceiling. Players sit along the back of the dugout 
wall, free from drafts, yet comfortable. 

Weather control of individual rooms, such as a bedroom, 
is a simpler matter. Veronica would probably sleep com- 
fortably without blankets in the coldest weather under a 
panel of resistance coils suspended above the bed. Radiant 
heat from the panel would blend with the “climate” of the 
room. Naturally, room temperature would be thermostati- 
cally controlled. 


Sleeping on Air 


In this slumber-inducing atmosphere, Veronica would 
stretch out on a pneumatic bed. Folded into the wall when 
not in use, the bed would be extended accordion-fashion by 
a concealed air compressor. As air pressure forced the bed 
out full length, it would carry with it the footboard and a 
disposable sheet. This would be made of silken-textured 
paper, with a full supply carried on a roller across one end 
of the bed. Separate air compartments in the pneumatic bed 
would make it possible to adjust the softness of the surface. 

To make the bed in the morning, Veronica would simply 
tear off the sheet, then touch a control that would deflate the 
bed and retract it into the wall. 

A final, luxurious touch to the bedroom would be the fog 
shower. In this, one would bathe in an “atomized” spray 
with a mild detergent added, then follow with a spray of 
emulsive oil to replace body oils removed by the detergent. 
Just the thing to start Veronica off in the morning with that 
clean, confident feeling. 


Just the thing, too, to scour Junior when he came in from 


that TV-patrolled play area after blasting off on imaginary 
space flights with his pals. There might be times, of course, 
when Junior — like kids in primitive 1956 — would balk at 
being washed behind the ears. even under the tingling spray 
of a deluxe fog shower. 

Anticipating this crisis, engineers have toyed with the 
idea shown below. This one may never come true, but a 
push-button paddle (electronic and retractable) certainly 
would make the home of 1976 complete. 


TIME-HONORED spanking will be administered electronically, if 
engineers have their way. All in all, 1976 seems worth waiting for.

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A SMALL CONGREGATION PROVES 


NEW YORK CITY. 
To the 2,000 parishioners of the Glad Tidings 
Tabernacle here, serving God means more 
than attending church on Sundays. Doing His 
work, they believe, is a day-in-and-day-out 
job. And because they practice what they 
believe, their church was recently hailed by 
Christian Life magazine as one of the five 
best in this city of several thousand Protestant 
churches. 

-At the Glad Tidings Tabernacle — a taw- 
ering Gothic structure squeezed in the middle 
of a. bustling Manhattan business district — 
not much fuss was made about this latest 
honor. Reason: The parishioners, members 
of the Pentecostal Assembly, believe they de- 
serve no honors for practicing what the Scrip- 
ture teaches: We are “our brothers’ keeper.” 

The result is a selfless missionary work 
that starts almost at the doorsteps of the Tab- 
ernacle as help for Manhattan's underpriv- 
ileged kids, has spread around the world in 
the form of 42 religious and medical missions 
‘in almost two dozen countries. 

Nearly evéry able-bodied parishioner con- 
tributes at least one day or night each week to 
church work. Dozens voluntarily give up their 
own summer vacations to help out children 
and adults, many of whom do not even belong 
to their faith. The volunteers are kept busy, 
for the scope of this small church’s labors is 
staggering. Items: 


MEN parishioners do church maintenance to cut 
costs, also repair old furniture sent out to missions. 


Church is NOT 
for Sunday only 


® Counsel for the young: One of the most 
successful methods of combating juvenile de- 
linquency in New York was developed by 
Tabernacle parishioners. Each summer they 
set up a two-week “camp” for youngsters — 
a camp pitched almost literally on the side- - 
walks of New York. Held in an auditorium, 
it is run by volunteer counselors who teach 
handicrafts and games that children would 
engage in at regular outdoor camps. 

Besides this, the church has three full-time 
missions in slum areas of the city to steer chil- 
dren and adults away from crime. 

© Help for the sick: Traveling in small 
groups, some 300 young church members 
regularly visit the city’s hospitals, singing fa- 
vorite songs, mailing letters and doing what 
they can to perk up the ailing. 

@ Care for the poor: Three church mem- 
bers, working full-time at a nominal salary, 
visit impoverished church members or neigh- 
bors with personal problems. Recently they 
found a young widow whose small boy was 
being sent to an institution because she was 
mentally unable to care for him. They located 
a loving foster family for the boy, also made 
him an unofficial ward of the Tabefnacle’s 
workers. On his birthday he was given a 
dozen parties, a swarm of gifts. 

© Aid to the backward: Young mission- 
aries are trained by the Glad Tidings Taber- 
nacle, then sent all over the globe.

REALLY HELP 


YOUR EYES? 


A new book gives new answers 


“Do these exercises and you can throw your glasses 
away.” 

Since 1920 that claim has stirred millions of Americans 
into squinting at the sun for hours on end, moving pencils 
back and forth before their eyes, shifting their eyes 
rapidly from one letter on a line to another. 

The claim also has stirred most medical doctors into 
fits of indignation. No exercise, they stoutly insist, can 
cure near-sightedness, far-sightedness, astigmatism or any 
other eye disease or defect. Some widely recommended 
exercises, they solemnly warn, can lead to blindness. 

Now a recently published book may finally end the 
controversy. Titled The Truth About Eye Exercises* and 
written by Dr. Philip Pollack, a respected New York op- 
tometrist, it carefully analyzes both sides of the coin. 

The exercise side: Drills for improving vision, Dr. 
Pollack points out, were being bandied about in the 
1890s. But they became respectable only in 1920, when 

. William Horatio Bates published The Cure of Imper- 
ad Sight by Treatment Without Glasses. The book was 
an immediate hit. (“Men never make passes,” rhymed a 
then-popular authoress, “at girls who wear glasses.” ) And 
a flock of Bates’ disciples set up clinics across the country 
to teach and write books about the Bates method. 

Summed up, the method stated that glasses are not 
necessary because eye defects are caused by nervous ten- 
sion. (In fact, Dr. Bates believed that the degree of a 
person’s near- or far-sightedness changes from minute 
to minute, depending on how tense he is at the moment.) 
Abolish the tension, said Dr. Bates, and you'll abolish the 
defect. 

“Palming” was one of his favorite ways to erase ten- 
sion. He recommended that the patient first look at a 
black image, then close his eyes, cover them with the 
palms of his hands and remember what the image looked 
like. Once you can imagine a “perfect black” image, 
wrote Dr. Bates, you’re perfectly relaxéd and vision will 
be permanently restored to normal. 

Seeing black would so relax a person, claimed Dr. 
Bates, that the skin could be pricked without pain. In his

book, he published a photo that claimed to show one of 
his “relaxed” patients undergoing an eye operation with- 
out an anesthetic. 

[here are other Bates exercises still widely taught by 
his disciples. (He died in 1931.) One: shifting the eyes, 
for long periods of time, from one letter on a line to an- 
other, then back again. This got people out of the habit of 


staring, said Dr. Bates, for he believed thaf keeping the 


eyes in a fixed position would lead to eye defects. 
Squinting at the sun is probably the most famous of 
Dr. Bates’ dicta..He claimed that a person with normal 
vision could safely do this for an hour or so to strengthen 
the eyes. One photo in his book, in fact, shows him focus- 
ing rays of light on a patient’s eye with a burning glass. 
The doctors’ side: The medical men aim their biggest 
salvos at the crux of Dr. Bates’ argument: that eye de- 
fects are temporary conditions caused by nervous tension. 
One hundred years of medical and optometric research, 
states Dr. Pollack, ‘has proved to every scientist — 
except the few in the Bates camp — that near- and far- 
sightedness result from the natural growth of the eyeball. 
lf your eyeball grows too big, you become near-sighted 
you can’t see distant images because they're being 
focused in front of the retina in your eyeball, not on it 
(just as you get a blurred image when you focus your 
home-movie projector on a screen and then move the 
screen 10 feet farther from the projector). Similarly, far- 
sightedness results when the eyeball develops too small. 
[his is as natural, say the doctors, as having extra-long 
or extra-short arms or legs. Near- and far-sightedness are 
very simply corrected by wearing glasses, which refocus 
the image so that it falls where it should — on the back 
of the eyeball—-no matter what the eyeball’s length. 


Since tension therefore has no effect on near- and far-. 


sightedness and other eye defects, point out the doctors, 
exercises to reduce tension obviously will do nothing to 
erase the defects. 

[hey may even be harmful, add the doctors, for such 
eye diseases as glaucoma should be treated promptly. 
tach week a glaucoma patient spends on exercises that 
do him no good may mean that anothér portion of his 
sight is irretrievably lost. 

Equally dangerous is Dr. 
Bates’ idea on squinting at 
the sun, stress doctors. Rea- 
son: Medical literature 
abounds with cases of children 
and adults who lost all or part 
of their vision from too much 
exposure to the sun’s. rays. 
And as for closing the eyes 
and “seeing black,” all eye ex- 
perts agree this is a phyical 
impossibility; what the closed 
eyes see 1s a medium gray with 
spots of light. 

Assessing the argaments of 
both sides, Dr. Pollack points 
out that eye exercises have 
helped correct cross-eye in some children — though the 
exercises are not ones used by Dr. Bates. But other than 
that, says Dr. Pollack, there is no scientific evidence to 
prove that exercises can in any way cure or even improve 
an eye disease or defect. Nor, contrary to some péople’s 
delief, can they improve reading ability. That, says this 
uuthor, is essentially a teaching problem. 

Emphatically concludes Dr. Pollack: “They [eye exer- 
cises | are completely worthless as far as eliminating the 
need for glasses is concerned.” 6

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Through One Man's Camera

N 1906, WHEN HE was a high school stu- 
dent, Arthur Proetz was given a camera. He 
began taking pictures xy Robt eae and every- 

body around him, and he kept on taking pictures 
for the next 50 years. In that period he compiled 
an unusual and valuable pictorial record of St. 
Louis. An abstract of the record will go on dis- 
play next Saturday at the Missouri Historical So- 
ciety as a photographic show titled “Fifty Years 
of St. Louis Through One Man’s Camera.” 

Like many camera hobbyists, Dr. Proetz, a 
physician, develops and ts his own film (he 
made and mounted the 196 prints in the forth- 
coming show). But unlike many, he regards a 
camera as more than a mere plaything. To him, 
it is an instrument for recording contemporary 
history, not only important events but also inter- 
esting details that at some future date will help 
illumine the past in human terms. A woman's 
hat, an automobile’s ornamentation, a lovely 
house are just as worthy subjects as a great fire, 
flood or tornado. 

While Dr. Proetz’s picture - making technique 
improved through the years, along with camera 
and film, he was gi with the inherent talents 
of a = photographer. His feeling for composi- 
tion, knack of making the commonplace inter- 


esting and his uncanny faculty for being in the 
right place at the right time are evident in his 
work. The photos he selected for his show are 
not salon prints—he has many of those, too— 
but are pictures which he feels well illustrate the 
last half-century in St. Louis. 

He had an ample collection to choose from, 
for every negative he ever made is neatly filed 
away and precisely catalogued—some 8000 in 
all. The wide scope of subject matter represented 
in those pictures reflects Dr. Proetz’s broad inter- 
ests in the world about him — from airplanes and 
autos to art and architecture, from people in gen- 
eral to friends in particular. the basement of 
his home at 12 Westmoreland place he has a 
finely equipped darkroom where he ds much 
of his free time; the walls of his study are deco- 
rated with his favorite photographs. Many are 
of prize-winning ty, but none ever won an 
award because he never has entered his work 
in competition. 

Dr. Proetz hopes his photo exhibit will en- 
courage g amateur photographers to record 
the next 50 years of St. Louie history as he did 
the past 50. The month-long show will be in the 
pictorial history gallery in the west wing of Jeffer- 
son Memorial in Forest Park.

Balloon-Lifted Rocket Expected to Aid 
Research in Solar Radio Interference

To gain maximum altitude from a rocket with economy of 
fuel, test rocket is borne aloft by a balloon from deck of the 
U.S.S. Colonial some 300 miles off San Diego.
